.^ «^ The Feder^B^Pau of Investigation has beSFc^Rgnated as the sole civilian . 
goverpjaent investigative agency having jurisdiction over the investigation of matters 
pert.aining to national defense such as espionage, sabotage, registration of agents of 
foreign principals,^ sedition, treason, and the like, and further, the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation ha;? sole investigative jurisdiction in a- great number of other 
Federal statutes which, embrace bank robbery, kidnaping, extortion, Tiiiite slave traffic. 
National Motor Vehicle "Theft Act, and nunerous others* This Bureau has also been 
designated by Congress as the agency officially responsible for the tabulation and 
dissemination of police statistics for the entire country. Under an act of Congress 
these statistics are gathered and are distributed to thousands of interested police 
and affiliated agencies every six months so that trends in crime, crime records, and 
crime control can be khorm to those to whom it is of most interest. Further than 
this, the Federal Bureau of Investigation has been designated as the agency having 
jurisdiction over the classification and maintenance of fingerprint records not only 
on a national basis but on an -international basis. The greatest depository of finger- 
print records in the world is maintained by the Federal Bureau of Investigation in 
^"'ashington, D. C. Te have over fifty-eight million^ sets of fingerprints ■ on hand 
today and are receiving fingerprint records at a rate of approximately 115,000 each 
day. The military and naval authorities have issued orders that all employees of 
manufacturing plants operating under contracts with the Y^r Department or Navy Depart- 
ment must be fingerprinted and their fingerprints sent to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation for search against our existing files. Obviously the purpose of such 
an order is to -ascertain the criminal background, if any, ,of persons -who are occupying 
positions where they have access to confidential information and to eliminate from 
such positions those persons '•whose records indicate that their interests are not those 
of our government. 

TTe are also receiving fingerprint records of all persons enlisting or 
being inducted into the army and other military and naval services. All employees 
of the Federal govemnjent are fingerprinted and their fingerprints searched through 
our files for prior criminal records, again for the purpose of guarding against the 
employment of persons in the Federal government whose backgrounds indicate that 
they might not function to the best interests of our government. Fe are receiving 
thousands of criminal fingerprints from all police agencies throughout the country 
and' it is essential that these fingerprints be handled promptly and the contributing 
age^ncy advised of any prior record so that justice may be intelligently administered. .. 
By means of this procedure the federal Bixreau of Investigation is able;to identify 
thousands of fugitives from 'justice each year who otherwise might not be identified 
by local police agencies who do not have^ the benefit of prior criminal records as 
reflected on fingerprint cards which were made at the tire of some pr evioxxs arrest. 
Many such persons are wanted for a previous criminal act by saae other law enforce- 
ment agency and are presently attempting to disguise their true identity through 
assuming a fictitious name. This ruse on their part is penetrated through .the 
science of fingerprinting and the Federal Bureau of Investigation is enabled to 
advise .the interested local law enforcement agency of the true identity of the 
individual and he can be held for appropriate prosecutive action, whereas if not 
identified, he quite possibly would have been released to continue his depredations 
against society. 

Our criminological laboratory handles the scientific examination of evi- 
dence in cases investigated by the Federal and local law enforcement agencies. A 
very high percentage of the work presently being performed by the Technical Labora- 
tory' is in connection With the national war effort. Evidence collected in suspected ' 
sabotage cases is examined by the scientists in our laboratory who are qualified to 
handle examinations of almost any technical nature. The personnel in the Technical 
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Laboratory have been trained through education and -experience to handle such subjects 
?n analytical chenistry, qualitative and quantitative analysis, ballistics tests, 
roicroanalysis exonin'ations, spectr ©graphic cxc^r.inations, crj7>tograph ana cryptanalysis 
vrork, and many othyr' highly technical examinations. 

The Files Section of the Federal Bureau of Investigation contains files on 
hunurec'r of tho:icajnds of individuals whoso activities are of the greatest iraportance 
to the countrj^ today. It is highly important that -we maintain in the Files Section 
a nucleus of experienced personnel so that the infortaation contained therein can be 
made readily available to the supervisory personnel of this TJureau and^also be made 
avail-'^bie to other governnental agencies such as the State Department, Military , 
Intelligence livision, Office of Naval Intellisence, and the Icnigrati on and Natural- 
ization service. It is aost essential that only the most trusted, eaiployees be 
sssifined to this woric because of the highly confidential material that is contained 
in our files. 

All of the functions of the Federal Bureau. of Investigation are so closely 
inter-related that it is essential that qualified and experienced personnel be 
available not only to perforr their own work but to train new^ employees. The Congress 
of the United* States has passed several bills nithin the. past year approving an in- 
crease in the personnel. 'Ihen it Is considered that the work of this Bureau is 
hiPihly confidential it can be appreciated that the selection of ^personnel must be made 
with great care. It has been our oxnerjence that only one employee is obtained from 
every one hundred persons wrio have applied.. It is necessary that each employee be 
investigated thoroughly so that there will be no possibility of having a person in 
our service who is not loyal to the United States, ^'e have found that it is extremely 
difficult to secure qualified persons for almost any of the positions that are avail- 
able. At the present time v;e have approximately 1,500 employees less than the number 
that has been authorized by Congress. Every effort is being made to obtain these 
additional employees as they are badly needed in ordervfor us to properly carry on the 
work that has been assigned to us. "".'e are endeavoring to obtain these additional 
persons without interfering ixi any way with the administration of the Selective Train- 
ing and Service Act. In all positions where possible we are utilizing the services 
of female employees. Tith the. exception of Special Agents' and Laboratory Scientists' 
positions, no appointment of xaale employees who may be eligible for military service 
are being made. It is absolutely necessary, hov^ever, that our experienced personnel 
be maintained so th^t the new ^personnel can be adequately supervised and trained. 

All employees of the Federal Bureau of Investigation have been working at 
t'op speed to keep abreast of our duties. The regular work week has been extended to 
iiS hours, andiit has been our experience in the past that an additional amount of 
overtime will be voluntarily performed by the employees of this Bureau 'in an effort. 
to properly and expeditiously handle the tremendous volume of important work. being 
. referred to us in connection with the war effort. Obviously very little consideration 
can be civen to replacing an exp-jrienced employee until such time as we are able to 
build up our present staff to t the number authorized and needed. 

Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of, Investigation are given twelve 
weeks of training' which embraces 535 hours of study. Diring that period of time they 
are trained not only in investigative techniques and procedures, but are qualified 
in the handling of firearms, mechanical devices, and technical devices in use by 
the Bureau. J^fter entering' the Field service which .follows their training period, 
their skill of course increases with their length of service in' the Field. It would 
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obviously, therefore, be ixopossible to adequately replace an experienced Special 
Agent until the replacement had been in the service an equal length of time. 

The science of the classification of fingerprints is one of the most 
exacting in the world today. Baployees in law enforcement organizations handling 
fingerprint activities are of a profession lAiidi demands the utmost skill and 
honesty in the practice of that profession. In the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
we train Fingerprint Technicians through classroom and practical study for a period 
of approximately six xaonths. At the end of that time those employees are qualified 
to examine sets' of fingerprints and to identify like sets. This science cannot.be 
taugjit overnight and the loss of a fingerprint man at any stage of his training or 
employment is a severe blow to the Federal Bureau of Investigation at this time 
when we are receiving thousands of sets of prints from all of the coordinated activ- 
ities of the Government and from local law enforcement agencies. 

The Laboratory Scientists of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, all 
graduate scientists, are thoroughly sdiooled in the science of criminology and today 
are performing duties pertaining to the successful war effort one hundred percent 
of their time. Their training in this field, embracing all sciences of laboratory 
examination irtiich includes cryptography, chemistry, ballistics, geology, serology, 
and many others, has been invaluable in the solving of espionage, sabotage, and 
other subversive activities. It is essential that these scientists many times per- 
form their scientific woric in the field under such conditions that they could not 
be replaced with employees not possessing their physical attributes. 

Bureau employees in positions aforementioned and for whcsa deferments are 
requested possess technical and scientific skills which renders them irreplaceable 
to the Federal Bureau of Investigation at this time. j

TKeTFeaoral Bureau of Investigation has ^een- designated as the sole 

civilian government investigative agency having jurisdiction over the Investiga- 
tion of matters pertaining to national defense such as espionage, sabotage, 
registration of agents of foreign principals, sedition, treason, and the like, 
and further, the Federal Bureau of Investigation has sole Investigative jurisdic- 
tion In a great number of other Federal statutes which embrace bank robbery, 
kidnaping, extortion, white slave traffic, National Motor Vehicle Theft Act, and 
numerous others. The Investigative work In connection with the above violations 
Is performed by the Special Agent personnel of this Bureau, who are recruited from 
applicants between the ages of twenty- three and forty. They must be graduates of 
•a law school or an accounting school with the necessary accounting experience, or 
graduates of a university with extensive Investigative experience, or with linguis- 
tic qualifications, or have basic educational training and possess satisfactory 
prior law enforcement experience which will enable them to satisfactorily perform 
the duties Imposed upon them. For certain of the scientific Investigative work, 
Special AgentTS are secured who primarily are qualified In the sciences, such as 
ballistics, chemical analysis, spectography, cryptography, mineralogy, metallog- 
raphy, toxicology, and other like sciences. Applicants for appointment to the 
position of Special Agent must meet the physical standards and requirements for 
this position, which are exceedingly high. They must have vision of no less than 
20/40 In one eye, 20/50 uncorrected, both eyes to be corrected to 20/20. They 
must have no color deficiency whatever. 

Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation undergo a rigorous 
training program. All newly appointed Special Agents In the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. attend training classes for a period of sixteen weeks; the hours of 
training are from 9:00 a.m. 'to 9:00 p.m. dally, which course of study Is equivalent 
to two full years of college study- During this period of training, they are 
thoroughly Instructed in the basic rules and regulations and jurisdictions of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. They must satisfactorily pass numerous written . 
examinations during their period of training. If a trainee falls to pass any of 
these examinations, he Is dropped from the school. 

The duties of a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation are 
most arduous. They must be available at a moment's notice to go^ to any part of 
the United States or to any assignment outside the United States. The hours of 
duty for these employees are such that they must be In excellent physical 'health. 
The average work week for a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation . 
Is no less than seventy hours. The work of a Special Agent, regardless of his 
particular .qualification, is such that he cannot lead a sedentary or well regulated 
life. Due to the sisoall number of Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investl-. 
gatlon presently handling the work under the jurisdiction of the Federal Burojau 
of Investigation within and without the continental United States, It Is necessary 
that the entire staff be highly mobile. 

- Special Agents are required ^o be able to conduct Investigations in 
more than 100 types of cases, Including espionage, sabotage, subversive activities, 
frauds against the government, kidnaping, extortion, bank robbery. White Slave 



Traffic Act, etc. They are trained in and required -to inaintain' constant skill. in 
the use of highly technical equipment, technical pr6cesses, such as those neces- 
sary for the development of latent fingerprints, concealed or obliterated numbers 
upon firearms,, to understand the use of code, messages, to conduct physical surveil- 
lances of subJ[ects..of espionage and similar cases, sometimes for periods of many 
months, and when necessary, to^assume a necessary charaqter to enable them to, fit 
in an undercover capacity into the -activities and operations of groups such as 
foreign agents, who are engaged in thwarting the war effort. 

' The>arduousness and^ importance of the work of Special Agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation was readily recognized ^by the military and naval 
leaders. The Chief of the Bureau of Havigation, for the Secretary of the Navy, 
requested Special Agent employees of the Federal Bureau of Investigation to submit 
their resignations from reserve commissions held by them in the naval services 
because it had been determined that those Special Agents could better serve their 
country in their present lassigruaents than if they were to be called into active 
naval service. The Secretary of War, in. 1942, addressed personal communications 
to 168 Special. Agents qf the Federal Bureau of Investigation who at that time 
held reserve commissions in the Army. The Secretary of War at that time advised 
the Special Agents that their employment in the FBI is of such vital importance 
to the national defense as to' necessitate their remaining at their posts of duty 
despite the fact that they held reserve commissions in the United StatesArmy, 
and the request was itoade /that ^hese Ajgents, through the proper channelSj submit 
their resignations from t,heir commissions. 

General Lewis. B. Hershey of the Selective Service System :pointed put 
in. his Directive to ail Local Boards *of December 29, 1941, that Special Agent 
positions of the FBI were most important and essential to the national health, 
safety, and interests, and that the national defense functions of the FBI should 
not be impaired by the removal of, trained personnel from critical positions in 
the Bureau. 

The^position of Special Agent, has always been considered the most crit* 
ical of all positions in the FBI, since, with the tremendous bulk of work placed 
upon us due to the. war emergency, it is essential that a trained qualified staff 
be available for the handling of this work. If the Federal Bureau. of Investiigation 
cannot. continue to retain its personnel in this critical jposftion, aid and, comfort. 
would most certainly be givdn to the enemy and others whose interests are inimical 
to the best interests of the country today. Up to the, present time the full com- 
plement of Special Agent personnel has not been secured and every effort is being 
made to secure thid necessary^'additional Special Agent personnel.

SUMMARY OF DELimUENCY

7, 1943, issue of Variety Magasine contained a 
picture "Roger Souhy, Last of the Gangsters" had 
factual documentary on the hunt and kill of note-- 
any of the many such films made during the long 'cycle 
and this statement indicated that Special Agents of 
FBI had reviewed the film and made that comment. When this piece 
of\publicity came to the Bureau's attention,^he Bureau requested SAC 
Hood to ascertain whether any of the Agents assigned to his office had 
reviewed the film and made any comment. 



On the basis of a report by SAC Hood to the effect that none 
of his Agents had seen the film^ the Bureau sent a letter to Arthur Un^ 
gar. Editor of the Variety Maga:^ine, on June 85, 1943, stating that no 
representative of the FBI had seen the film and the Bureau did not ap-- 
prove the script. A copy of this letter, together with a similar let-- 
ter, was likewise sent to the SOth Century-^Fox Corporation. Subsequent- 
ly, Colonel Jason Joy, Director of Public Relations of the SOth Century^ 
Fox Film Corporation,, visited Assistant Director Nichols at the Seat of 
Government and advised him that one William S. Bishop, known as ^ oc,^ 
who has offices at the studio, had definitely gaffed that two FBI 
Agents from the Los Angeles Field Division hag^lntacted him on a Selec^ 
tive Service matter at the studios and aftej^\me interview had consented 
to review the last two or three reels of i^S^t^bove- named picture so that 
actually that part of the statement in XS^^ety th^ FBI Age nts had see n

The Bureau instructed SAC Hood to Vj^ifU^tfrs allegation and 
ascertain the identities of the two Agents. ^AC Hood advised that the 
Agents were John T. Binkley, Jr., and Lester Eug^h^e'\^arr^tt, both* 'of ^ 
whom admitted that they had reviewed the last tw6 ''or ^Thre^I reel's *%k' 'the 
Roger Touhy picture. Agent Binkley std{te% th^t^tS^ sW&ig 
the film he was asked by Bryan Foy, Din^pJiqi^^ ^h$ipicturej\ 
what he ^thought of it and that he repl -h d " li e ' t him^m^t^lie^ptc^ 
ture very realistic but that such comment i^as JS^-r£rtder 
circumstances to be considered official. Js^e^Ooffett 
vised that he Was not asked his opinion and d/m not say 
thing. Neither Binkley nor Barrett advised knC Hood or 
one else in the office that they had seen thxy picture. 
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Hood and Agent Barrett are being considered in this memorandum for ad- 
ministrative action because of this delinquency. Special Agent Binkley 
is being treated in a separate memorandum because of additional delin- 
quencies. 

DETAILS HEGARDING DELimUEUCY 

Background Information Regarding the Moving Picture : 

After the Roger Touhy apprehension, the 20th Century^Fox Com- 
pany conceived the idea of making the above-named^ picture. On 5/1/43 
Anthony Muto, Washington representative of the Film Corporation, and 
Colonel Joy, mentioned above, furnished the complete script of this 
movie to Mr. Nichols and requested him to review the same and make any 
comments that he cared to make. On May 18, 1943, Mr. I/ichols advised 
that he had gone over the entire script and pointed out to the Film Cor- 
poration many objectionable features but he definitely stated that the 
Bureau loas not approving or endorsing the script in any way. On May 18, 
2943, SAC Hood advised the Bureau by letter that a confidential inform-- 
ant had told him that the picture loas being made in such a way that it 
would be against the best interests of the Bureau end law enforcement in 
general. There appeared, to be no indication in the file that SAC Hood 
was advised of the Bureau's dealings with the 20th Ceniury-Fox Film Cor- 
poration. The foregoing information is incorporated in this memorandum 
to show the direct and deep interest which the -Bureau hal in this film. 

Steps Taken bri SAC Hood Supporting his Original Report to ^he Bureau 

That No Agents had Viewed the Film : 

On July 30, 1943, SAC Hood advised by letter that when Mr^ 
Nichols telephoned him originally, he felt certain no Sgent of his of-- 
fice had seen the film; that he immediately checked with Agents who had 
assignments at the studios and with the supervisors to determine if any 
of them knew about the picture or had seen it at any time; and that he 
personally contacted every Agent who ordinarily conducted interviews at 
the studios and every Agent known to him to have been at the studios in 
emergency instances. He did not canvass every Agent in the office and 
he did not call any general conference to inquire about this matter. All 
of his inquiries met with negative results and he advised the Bureau 
that no Agent in his office had reviewed- the film. 

Agent Barrett ^s Statement : 

On July 30, 1943, Jigent Barrett submitted a signed statement 
explaining his participation in this incident. He advised thct he and 
Agent Binkley interviewed Bishop, mentioned above, who was Chairman of 
one of the Local Boards, in connection with a Selective Service case. 
The ^interview occurred on or about May 27, 1943, end was held in Bis- 
hop s office at the studios. At the conclusion of the interview the fact 
that BOth'Century Fox was making the picture about the life of Roger 
Touhy was mentioned and Mr. Bishop stated that he would like to intro- 
duce the JLgents to the man who had directed the picture. Accordingly, 
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he took the Agents to a projection room and introduced them to Bryan 
Foy. There were ,also an Assistant Director and two technicians in the 
projection room. Thereafter Biehop excused himself and Foy began talk- 
ing about the Touhy picture.. He stated that a portion of the film which 
portrayed the Bureau Agents^ part in the Touhy apprehension had been 
sent to 7/aehington and viewed by the Directory that the Director had 
approved the film except for several minor details which were being 
changed. Mr. Toy stated that he had just finished running off the film 
and he would like to have the two Agents view the last two reels which 
they did* At the conclusion of the showing. Agent Barrett advised he 
thanked Mr. Foy and stated that he had enjoyed viewing the film very 
much. Agent Barrett stated that Mr* Foy asked Agent Binkley what he 
thought of the film and the only corment made by Agent Mnkley was that 
the picture had been very realistic and that the interiors of the bundl- 
ing looked like the actual scene in Chicago. Agent Binkley prefaced his 
remarks by stating that this was his personal, unofficial opinion and 
Mr. Foy said that of course he understood that. 

Agent Barrett stated definitely that at no time did the Agents 
express any approval or disapproval of the picture, officially or other-- 
wise, and there was nothing said to indicate any controversy existed be- 
tween the Bureau and the studios regarding the picture. Accordingly, 
he stated there seemed to be no occasion to report the matter to the SAd 

Agent Binkley* s Statement : 

Agent Binkley executed a signed statement on July 30, 2943, re- 
iterating and confirming all of the information contained in Agent Bar-- 
rett's statement and further stated that he did not recall that Agent 
Barrett made any statement whatsoever. 

SAC Hood ' s Comments : 

SAC Hood contacted Mr. Bishop, mentiored above, who stated sub-- 
stantially the same thing that Agents Binkley and Barrett did in their 
statements. He added, however, that after the Agents had interviewed 
him on the Selective Service case, he talked to them about the Soger 
Touhy matter and ^it occurred to him that he might do Foy a favor by 
letting him talk to an Agent who was familiar with the case.'' He ad^ . 
vised that after the introduction he left them and did not see the film 
at that time.^ Bishop definitely stated that Foy was the person respon^ 
sihle for the appearance of the article in Variety. He stated that he 
did not understand that the Agents were in any way viewing the picture 
officially. ^ t^ 

SAC Hood interviewed Bryan Foy. Foy stated that after Bishop 
introduced the Agents, they held a general conversation for a few moments 
about Touhy, most of it concerning the sentence that had been imposed 
upon him. ^ Foy ascertained that Binkley had worked on the Touhy case end

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it merely out of curiosity.^ Toy stated that after seeing the picture. 
Agent Binkley remarked that it was an accurate portrayal and recalled 
the situation vividly to him, but he again stated that he was not ap- 
proving it and that it was his own personal opinion. Foy stated posi- 
tively that he did not report it to ~the papers and he does not know who 
did* Foy stated that he was prompted to ^contact SAC Hood after the pub- 
licity appeared ^but that he did not desire to say anything which might 
get the ^ Agents in trouble and therefore he had kept quiet* ^' 

Foy stated that he had informed a Mr. Ooets of the studios 
that the Agents had seen the picture and ^considered the capture to be a 
good scene. ^^ However^ both of the Agents in their statements advised 
th(xt they did not know 'Mr. Goets and that he was not among those present 
when they reviewed the film. 

SAC Hood stated that he informed each of the two Agents of his 
extreme displeasure at the unsatisfactory manner in which they conducted 
themselves and of their failure to notify him of the fact that they had 
seen the picture in which they knew the Bureau had a very definite inter^ 
est. He pointed out to them the embarrassment of it to the Bureau by 
having gone on record and informing' the studios that no Agents had seen 
the picture. Furthermore, SAC Hood informed all Agents of his office in 
conference that under no circumstances were they to visit the studios 
without the express approval of their supervisors and he instructed the 
supervisors that they must see that the Agents concern themselves solely 
with the necessary interviews .incident to an investigation and if ^here 
was to be any other type of activity engaged in, it was to be referred to 
Hood for determination or reference to the Bureau. 

BUREAU RECORDS OF SAC HOOD & AGENT BARRETT 

PERMANENT BRIEFS OF THE FILES OF SAC HOOD AND AGENT BARRETT 
ARE ATTACHED. 

Concerning Agent Barrett, attention is invited -to the fact 
that he has a good rating to date and nothing specifically derogatory 
previously appears in his file. 

MR. NICHOLS' COMMENTS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 

Mr. Nichols advised SAC Hood that it was regrettable that he 
had placed the Director and the Bureau in such an embarrassing position 
inasmuch as the Bureau had gone on record' on the basis of Hood's report 
by stating that no Agents had viewed the film which was subsequently 
determined to be false. 

Mr. Nichols recommended that Barrett be censured, put on pro- 
bation, and his salary reduced from CAF-10, $3500, to CAF-9, $3200, and 
that SAC Hood be given a ^stiff letter of censure. 

CONCLUSIONS 

(l) It has been established that the portion of the statement 
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appearing in Variety Magazine to the effect that FBI Agents had seen the 
filvi in question is true and that Agent Barrett was one of the two Agents 
who reviewed the film.' it has not been established that the portion of 
the statement in Variety Magazine which gives the Agents^ comments on 
the film was ever actually made. The only ^statement in this respect 
which ever was' made was thct of Agent Binkley, mentioned previously in 
this memorandum. It appears clear that Agent Barrett was never ques-^ 
tioned as to his opinion of the film which he viewed and this seems 
logical because Agent Barrett, unlike Agent Binkley, had nothing to do 
with the actual Touhy case in Chicago.

(3) It has been established that neither Agent Barrett nor 
Agent Binkley advised SAC Hood or' anyone in -the Los Angeles Field Bi-- 
vision that they had seen the film. In this connection, there was no 
indication that either of the Agents knew of the controversy between the 
Bureau and the SOthCentury^Fox Company regarding the film. However, it 
appears reasonable, to conclude that the film did have such a definite 
and direct interest to the Bureau that these Agents should have reported 
to SAC Hood that they had seen it. 

(4) It appears clearly established that Agent Barrett exercised 
extremely poor judgment in consenting to view the film and in not advis-- 
ing his SAC that he had seen it. 

(5) It has been established that SAC Hood furnished false in-- 
formation to the Bureau because he did not make an exhaustive canvass 
of all the Agents in his office to determine whether any of them had 
seen the film in question. 

(6) It is clear that SAC Hood was cognizant of the fact that 
the Roger Touhy film as it was being made was not to the best interests 
of the Bureau. ,

Reference is aade to ay telephone conversation vdth,Mr. NICBDLS 
at the aireau on July 29th relative to the motion picture on eht life of ROGER 
TOUHT, produced by the above-named caapany under the direction of BRYAN FOY. 

TOien Mr. NICHOLS first mentioned this situation to me telephon- 
ioally several weeks ago, I felt certain that no Agent of this off ice- had seen 
the film, and immeidately checked with the Agents who have assignments at the 
studios and with the Supervisors to detemine if any of them knew about this 
picture, or had z^^xv it at any time, and the results of that chedc were en- 
tirely negative. Ordinarily only certain fecial Agents conduct interviews 
at the studios, and eadhi of these was personally contacted by me and inforsied 
that he had not seen the pifeture. Occasionally, other "Special Agents do con- 
tact the studios in eaergen<gr matters, or for s<xae other reason, and those 
persons. who were kfaown to have been at the studio were also inquired of, with 
negative results. No general conference of all Special Agents was called l^ 
me to ask if anyone of them had any infoxmation in connection with this 
matter. Based on the inquiries of those persons who would ordinarily know of 
such interviews and of the Supervisors, I infoxmedMr. NICHOLS that no Agent 
had seen the picture in question* 

Upon receipt of information from Mr. NICHOLS on Jtdy 28th that 
Doc BISHOP of ttie studio reportedly made infoitaation available to "Variety" 
about the Bureau* s approval of this picture, I contactdd BISHOP and he inforaed 
me that Special Agent LESTER E. BARRETT and another Agent had contacted him 
with reference to a mojor Selective Service case, and when the interview was 
concluded some discussion was had with reference to. a pifcture and he introduced 
the Agents to FOY who was at that particular time about to run off two reels of 
the entire thing was coincidental, and after talking with the Agents, it 
occurred to him that he might do FOY a favor by letting him talk to an Agent 
who was familiar with the case. After the introduction, BISHOP left and 
did not himself see the film at that time. 

BISHOP very definitely stated that FOY was the person responsi- 
ble for the appearance of this article in "Variety". H© states .that he did- 
not underfctand that the Agents were in any way viewing the picture as 
Bureau representatives, or for the purpose of any endorsaaent at all. It 
is interesting to note that although BISHOP did not stay to see the pic-

ture shovm, he believes the Agent had stated to FOY that the layout in the 
picture was quite accurate. ETSHOP, time and again, repeated that FOY was 
the person responsible for this matter being released to the newspaper. 

I located JOY by telephone on the evening of Jtily 29th, I 
inforaed hia very definitely th-^^t someone at the studio had eaabarrassed me 
by making a statement to "Variety" about the IDUHY picture and attributed 
the statement to ^reau Agents. FOY appeared to be very upset itbout the 
situation and told me he would relate the exact truth of what had happened* 
He stated that BISfK)P had come to the projection room and advised Mm, FOY 
that he had two KBI Agents he would like to introduce; that they had a gen- 
eral conversation for a few moments al>out TOUHY^^most of it being about the 
sentence that had been imposed ^ en hia. FOY ascertained thit Agent JOI^H T. 
EINKLBY, who had accompanied Agent BARRBTT, ^ad woriced on the case, and FOY 
a^ed'hlm if he would like to see the last two reels of the picture. '%e 
Agent stated he would, but he immediately emphasized that it was entirely 
unofficial but that he would just like to see it out of curiosity. After 
seeing the picture, the Agent reportedly remarked that it was. an accurate 
portrayal and recalled the situation vividly to him, but he ag&in stated that 
he was not approving it; that it was his own personal opinion. FOY states 
positively that he. did not report it to the papers, and he does not know who 
did; that he knows that the Agents saw this portion of the picture, but did 
not approve it at all. 

FOY advised me that he considered getting in touch with me 
after the publicity appeared on the thing, but he did^not desire then to 
say anything that might get the Agents in trouble and, therefore, he had 
kept quiet. I infonaed FOY that so far as I knew, the only two persons who 
knew the Agents were there were BISHOP and himself, and it appeared one of 
them had released the infnmation to a reporter. He stated he had infoimed 
Mr. GOETZ that the Agents had seen it and considered the capture to be a 
good seen*, ^e indicated that probably other people had heard that the 
Agents had seen it, bit he kept reiterating that he had not any idea who had made 
any statement to a reporter about it. 

FOY stated that he understands the Director has -refused to 
see the picture and DARRYL ZANUCK has advised that the Director Is mad at 
FOY. FOY wonders how this can be, inasmuch as he has never met the DirecHtor 
or had any dealingw with him in connection with the picture. FOY states 
that he is being shoved around on this whole affair because he made someone 
at the studio angry \^ going over their head to get things done in this pic-

tare; consequently, th^jr areputting POY In the middle in the present deal- 
ings with the ^ureau and want to aake it appear to the studio that It JLs 
very difficult to deal with the Bureau., and then show what a. great job they 
are doing back in Washington, ^e cannot believe that it is the Director who 
has said the things attributed to hixa, and he would like to personally neet 
the Director saae tiae and advise hia of this* 

He stated that telegrams had gone in fraa Washington ;fraa 
Colonel JOY, and all the way through he -inferred that the person he reffrred^ 
to as being angry at hin at the studio is Colonel JOY, and he read ae the 
following telegran addressed to ZMIUCK en July 29th: 

"IHB MATTER IS GRBAILY OCMFLICATED BY THS UNORm)DOX AND 
' EiEAERASSING M/NNIR IN WHICH 1HIS WHOLE PROJECT HAS BEJN HANILED BY 
POY AND OraSRS AT TOE STUDIO AND THS RjaidTY AND EXPLOITS BSFORE 
YOUR'RiOTRN. UOU AND TCNI ..ARE EmRFLY IN IHB aSAR. THBT KNOiT 
AND APPRECIATE THE MOMEIT YOU SAW PICIURE YOU WITHHiLD IT m<M 
RELZASB. lAM TTraiPPING BOY B3CAUSS OF STJDIOS DSTERHNATION BSPORE 
YOUR R21URN TO PROIXJCE AND RELIASS A PICTORS CONSIDERED BT THE FBI 
TO BS UNIffJE, IBIFAIR AND MBARRASSING. POY'S ALLEGED OONTftCT .IN 
CHICAGO WO WAS SUPPOSED TO B3 A CONTACT WITH HOOVER, HAS NEVER 
MHITIONSD IT^EXCEPT ^IN THS BSGHMINT TO -INIXJCE HOOVER, HAS NEVER 
rFfSOSOGRAPHED FOR US5 IN PICTURE SAME :AS GOVERNOR GREB^'E. FBI GRAI^ 
FUL TO YOU FOR STOPPING IT AND IS DETHBIINED TO PUNISH TSiPORARILY 
AT LEAST THOSE WHO ILAUKTED THEIR REPUTATION ,AND IGNORED THEIR 
ADVICE. TONY AND I BiLIEVE WE WILL GET CLEAPANCEPOR A GOOD PICTORP^. 

A later telegram advised that the Director Trould see the pic- 
ture on July 20th and he, JOY would try to.nake a salvageable picture. FOY 
states that he does not understand the statement in the telegram about pun- 
ishing anybody, inaaaiuch as he was never told that this picture was not to 
be made as At was, although the studio now advises him that it had been sub- 
mitted to the Bureau before it was made and he was told not to make it. * ^e 
positively states he was never instructed not to make the picture. He states 
that the picture is simply based on the news stories he could cocnpile on it 
and he does not know what the trouble is all about. 

I infoimed FOY that I .knew nothing of any arrangements be- 
tween representatives of the studio and the &reau be^fore, during, or after 
the picture was made, and my sole concern was the fact that he had shoTm the 
picturesto the Agents memtioned and as a. result some publicity had occurred 
which was not true and which had embarrassed me considerably, :in view of my 
going on record with the ^reau to the effect that no Agents had seen the 
picture. FOY volunteered to write a letter to the Director to state his 
version of just what the Agents had said; however, I inforaed him this was 
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not necessaxy,' tonless I expressly requested it and, of course, -this is out 
of the question as it serves no purpose. 

.FOI stated that as further evidence of the fact that he is^ 
in the middle of this Situation, is the manner in which a nan named SElANSOfJ 
in Chicago has apparently been misleading hixa* FOI states that in conver- 
sation with Governor GREHIS> the latter "requested that the Director be' in 
the picture, and POX inquired as to how would be the best way to get in 
touch with the Director, and GREB3E stated jBRAKSCN was a very close per- 
sonal friend and- would contact the Director about the picture, which was 
reportedly done and ttie Director declined to have any part in it» BRANSON 
is supposed to have gene back and had other appointtaents with the Director 
and even within the last few weeks he has been advised about the alleged 
contact of BRANSON with the Director, and now he is inforaed frooa Washington 
that ERANSON has not even had the contact ai allied. 

FOX reiterated that in hisopinion the daaage in this whole 
situation was done by the Fox people in Washington, and he isKf erred that he 
is not on friendly terms with the Washington represeAtati^e of the studio# 

I am enclosing for the infonaation of the ' Bureau memoranda 
from the Agents BINKLEX and BARRETT. I have inforgaed eadi of these Agentsof 
ay extrme displeasure of the unsatisfactory manner in which they conducted 
theaselves, and of their failure to notify me of the fact that they had seen 
the picture in which they knew the ^reau had a very definite interest, ^oth 
of thea state they did not know there was any controversy about it at all 
and as t they had not made any official comments of any kind, they , therefore, 
immedSat^ly dismissed the incident -from their minds. I have pointed out to 
th«3 the eaibarrasaaentof it to the ^ureau by having gone on record and in- 
formint the studio that no Agents had seen the picture, and this was done on 
my statement because, after chedcing with those persons who ordinarily con- 
tact the studios, I had not ascertained that the picture had been viewed by 
them. , 



I have informed all iftgents of this office in conference that 
under no circuastances are they to vieit the studios without the express 
approval of their Supervisors, and the ^pervisors have been instructed that 
they must see that the Agents concern themselves solely with the necessary 
interviews incident to an investiga ion, and if there is to be any other type 
of activity engaged in. it is to be referred to me for determination of refer- 
ence to the Bureau.

MEfORAHEUM -FOR 'IHE SPECIAL AGJNT IN CHARGE: 



On or about Kay 19, 1943> the writer amd Special Agent LBSTSR E. 
JBARRETT were assigned to investigate a case entitled "0. T. PHILLIPS, etal, 
Discrepancies in Douglas Aircraft R^placeaent Schedules— Selective Service 
Conspiracy" ♦ Daring the coarse of this investigation it becaae necessary 
to Interview one TOLLIAM M« BISHOP, ^ Chaiman of Local Draft Board No* 251, and 
an appointment was nade to peot BISHOP, at his office .in the 20th Century 
Fox Studios, Culver City, California, at approximately 5 ?•»♦ on an afternoon 
during the last we^c in May, 19^3* 

At the conclusion of instant interview, BISHOP mentioned that 
20th Century Fox Studios had just coapleted a picture entitled "ROGIR TOUBT, 
LAST OP IHB GANGSTERS^. The writer exhibited Interest in this statement and 
BISHOP asked Uie writer if he, the writeri^hitddbeen on ttie raid. The writer 
replied that he was one of a number of .agents assigned to the case* BISHOP 
then observed that the picture was just being run off In the cutting room by 
the director of the film, BRIAN POY, and BISHOP asked the writer If he would 
care to see the last two reels of the film, i.e. the pictures of the actual 
raid. The writer replied that he would. 

Following this conversation, the writer and fecial Agent BARRETT 
were taken to the catting 'tocei by BISHOP and introduced to BRYAN POY. Before 
running off the film FOY volunteered the following information: That the 
Xilm had been approved by the ^reau and that Mr. HOOVER **ad sent a letter 
requesting certain changes in the script, all of which dxanges "mqtq made in 
accordance with MR. HOOVER'S request. 

At the conclusion of the two reels which were viewed by the 
writer. Agent BARRETT, BRYAN FOY, an assistant to FOY, and two cutting room 
technicians, FOY a^ed the writer what he thought of the picture, '^'here were 
no studio executives present and, in answer to a specific question from the 
Specif^l Agent in Charge, the writer wiishes to advise that to the best of his 
knowledge, there was no one present by the name of Mr. GOETZ. The writer 
replied that he thought the picture very realistic, and the writer expressly 
qualified this remark by stating tlxat such cosnent was not tinder any circTjn- 
stances to be considered official and farther that the only official casAent 
on the picture would have to be aade by the Director, MR, HOOVER. The writer 
does not recall that Agent BARRETT aade any statement whatsoever. Although 
the writer observed this vila was not accurate in many detills, he did not 
express any approval or disapproval of what he had B^^rtm 
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-^e writer has never seen JBRX/JI :FOY before, or since this 
incident and Is not acquainted with-htoa or any of his friends or any one 
else connected with the motion picture industry, either socially or in 
any other manner • 

Inaanuch as there was no evidence that there was any dispute 
or controversy between the ^reau and the studio about this picture and, 
further, -inasmuch as .POY stated that the picture itself had been suhaitted 
to the Director, it was. believed by the writer that the Special Agent in 
Charge was already aware that the. picture was being produced, and the writer 
did not, therefore, advise the fecial Agent in ^arge of this incident.

^ About May 27, 1943, the writer, accotapanled by fecial Agent 
JOIfl T. BBKLET, ha,d occasion to contact WILLIAM M. BISHOP of Twentieth 
Centuxy Fox Filxa Corporation, in the course of an investigation of the case 
entitled "O.T. PHILLIPS, et al, (Discrepancies In replacment sdiedules 
given by Douglas Aircraft Coapany), SILECHVB SERVICE, O0NSPIRACI«. An 
-intervie";ir was conducted in Mr. BISHOP'S office about 5 p.a* At the con- 
clusion of the interview, the fact that Twentieth Century ^ox was aaking a 
picture about the life of ROGER TOURy was saentioned, Mr," BISHOP said that 
he would like to introduce Agent BINKLST and the writer to .the man -who had 
directed the picture, *Ur, POY, Mr. BISHOP conducted 'Agent BJNKLET and the 
wirter to the projection roaa where he introduced agents to Mr. BRYAN POT* 
Present in the projection room besides Mr. FOY wjas an assistant director 
and two technicians. After the intorductions, BISHOP excused hisiself and 
JOY began tqlking about the TOUHY picture, ^e stated that he had done a 
great deal of research before starting to shoot the jaovie and that he had 
even interviewed ROGER TOUfibr in solitary confineaent at the Joliet State 
Penitentiary. ,e further stated that a .portion of the fiOa which portrayed 
a^reau. Agents' part in the TOOHT apprehensicn had been sent to Washington 
and viewed by the Director. He stated that the Director had approved of the 
film except in several minor details and th*b they were naking the suggested 
changes. Mr FOY stated that they had just finished running off the fila 
and that he would like to have Agent BINKLET and the writer view the last two 
reels. Mr. POY thereupon called back to the projection booth, the room was 
darkened and the last two reels of the fil® were shown. At the conclusion 
of the showing, the writer thanked Mr. .FOY and stated that he had enjoyed 
viewing the fila very much. 

Mr. POY a^ed Agent EINKLEI what he thought of the -film. Ihe 
only coaaent made by Agent BINKLET was that the picture had been very 
realistic and that the interiors of the building looked like the actual 
scene in Chicago. EINKLEr prefaced his reaatks by stating that any opinion 
expressed was personal and not official, and that any official opinion 
would have to coae frca Washington. Mr. POY siad that of course he under- 
stood this. . 

At no time did agents express any approval or disaproval of 
Mr. FOY'S picture, officially or oth^^rwiee. There was nothing said which 
would indicate any controversy between the Bareau and the studio of this 
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picture. On the contrary, Mr. TOY said that the fila had bem viewed by 
the director and gave the impression that it had received official .Bureau

So»a inf onwl confaraneaa auch aa ^oaa had t-ao yaara ago ware 
tha aost beneficial to aa. It la reqtieated that confaraneaa of thia 
type T>o continued whenewr poaaibla, and that thay be comanced by tha 
Director peraonally. If poaaibla,' for every Special Agent in Charge ia 
alwaya iapraaaed mA 4na^ired by tha appearance and ooaManta of the 
Director. Bia atateaenta relatiw to Bureati policiaa, tha Inatroctiona 
that ha Ati^x&B to gi^e, and irtiatevar atataaanta poaaibla in eonneetioa 
with the future proapecta of tha Bureau are conaidaz^ by aa ^o be aoat 
jLoportant .at (ha preaent tiae. 

It ia belieTed that, rather than having tha Superriaora 
diacuaa detaila of their work at tha Bureau, dlacuaaiona led >y tha 
Aaaiatanta to ifce Director and th^ .Aaaiatant Directora are acre benefi- 
cial to tha Special Agenta in Quurge. While there ia not any indication 
being aade aa to Taho ahould preaent the atto jeeta, the aattera aentioned 
heraln are believed to be of priae ii^rtanoe and one in idxlcb aVery 
Agent in Charge undoiibtadly Jxaa aoaa ^ueationa:

Hood subsequently advised that Bishop had been interv%e^p

Tou^^ff^icture. Agent John TJj ^pinkl ey, Jr., accompanied by Agent. Xester 
E^T^arrett were told by Bishop^ that he would introduce them to the man 
wJio made the picture. He ithereupon took them to the office of Brian 
Foy who was running off the fast three reels of film at that time. 
When introduced, Foy stated,ir^"I'm running the last two sections of the 
film now; do you want to come in and see itP^ The agents did, and^Doc 
Bishop stated the agents positively did not say anyiHing they shouldn't 
have about the picture at all. Bishop stated thai Foy had passed on 
the info rmation to Variety. Bishop said the agents did not comment, 

although Agent Binkley stated the picture was like the case as 
he recalled it. At that time he was assigned to the Chicago 
offide. Binkley further stated that he had no connection with 
the case and that what he said was entirely unofficial.

Hood stated he talked to Brian Foy about the natter; Foy has been 
very helpful to the^off ice and Mood has known hin over a period of 
years^ Foy stated *that Doc Bishop cane to his office with a couple 
of agents and he, Foy^^^had shown them two reels of the film. Foy 
( denied reporting it to the papers and stated he did not know who did. 
Foy further stated the agents did ,not give the film i^heir okay. 

In this connection. Agent Binkley stated: 

''On or' about May 19, 2943, the writer, with Special Agent 
Lester E. Barrett, were assigned to investigate a case entitled "0. T. 
Phillips, et all Discrepancy ^^ Douglas Aircraft replacement schedule; 
Selective Service." During the course of this investigation it was 
necessary to interview V/illiam S. Bishop, chairman of Local Draft 
Board No. 251, and appointment was made to meet Bishop at his office 
at 20th Century^Fox Studios at 5 P.M. on an afternoon during the last 
week in May. At the conclusion of the instant interview. Bishop men^ 
tioned that the 20th Century-Fox Studios Just completed a picture 
titled, ''Roger Touhy, Last of the Gangsters." The writer exhibited 
interest in this statement and B ishop asked the writer i f he had be^n 
on the raid . The writer advised that he was one of a number of a pents 
assipne dto the case. Bishop observed that the picture was then being 
run of^' in tne cutt'ing room by the director of the film, Brian Foy, 
and Bishop asked the writer if he would care to see the lait two 
reels of the filtt, that is, the pictures of the actual raid. The writer 
replied that he would, following which conversation the writer and 
Agent Barrett were taken to the cutting room by Bishop and introduced 
to Brian Foy. Before running off the film, Foy volunteered th'e fol- 
js/ lowing information: that the film had been approved by the Bureau

« conside r'Sd df/icjalT . Further, that the only official comment on the 
pictllrg^would have to be made by the Director^ Mr. Hoover. The writer 
does not recall that Agent Barrett mxxde any statement whatsoever. -42- 
though thejpriter observed the film was not accurate in many rfg^flti'^^ 
he di3 not express any approval or disapproval of what he had seen. 
The writei LJias ^never seen Brian F o u before or since this inciden t and 
Vs not acquainted with him oranyof his friends or anyone else con^ 
nected with the industry socially or in any other manner. Inasmuch as 
there was no evidence of any dispute or controversy between the Bureau 
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and the studio about this picture and further, inasmuch as Foy stated 
the picture itself had been submitted to the Director, it is believed 
by the writer that the Special Agent in Charge was already aware that 
the picture was being produced. The writer, therefore, did not advise 
the Special Agent in Charge of this incident*^ , 

Mr. Hood advised that Agent Barrett had made no statement relative to 
the authenticity of the film; that he knew noihing of the Touhy case 
and that moQ't of the people there could not even recall that Barrett 
said anything at all, that he was not able to make any comparison be- 
tween the ^picture and the actual case. 

I Hood then related that in conversation with Foy, Foy told him he under^' 
stood the Director refused to even see the film; that ZanucK had told 
him the Director was pretty much disgusted with Foy and Foy could not 
understand this as he had no connection with the Director concerning 
the film. Furthermore Foy stated this did not sound like tfte Director 
from what he knew of him. He further stated that someone in -the ^Fox 
outfit was mad because he, Foy, had gone over somebody's head^ that 
he hadn't been getting anywhere when the idea first came up, so he 
made the necessary arrangements and went ahead with the picture. He 
said no one told him not to make the picture and that Colonel Joy was 
the individual over whose head he had gone. Summing up, Foy stated 
that he absolutely did not make any statement to Variety. Hood asked 
Foy if anybody had been introduced to the agents, as agents, and in 
this connection he pointed out that Goets, then head of the studio, . 
had been there shortly after the agents, and that a few studio people 
knew the agents were there, however, he had not discussed it.. 
Hood told Foy that Tbhen this first appeared he had advised the Burec^u .* 
that none of the Los Angeles agents had seen the pVcture. Accordingly, 
the Director had taken his word on the matter and had written letters, 
but now it turns out that agents of the Los Angeles office had seen 
the picture and had not advised him of it. Foy immediately said he 
wanted to write the Director and explain the si tuation. Hood stated 
this was not necessary. 

Foy then told Hood in confidence that Jason Joy had sent a telegrm to 
Zanuck to the effect that Hhe matter is greatly complicated by the 
unorthodox manner in which the whole project has been handled at the 
studio, and the publicity and exploitation before your (Zanuck' s) re- 
turn.'* The telegram went on to say that Zanuck and Muto were entirely 
in the clear, that the Bureau knows and appreciates that the moment 
Zanuck saw the picture he held it from release, that Joy is the ''whip- 
ping board'' because of the studio's determination before Zanuck 's re- 
turn to produce and release the picture which is considered by the FBI 
to be untrue and unfair. The wire further pointed out that Foy's 
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alleged contact in Chicago (Larry Benson) who was supposed to be in 
contact with the directory had never mentioned it except in the be- 
ginning (when he called the Director in Chicago) to induce the Direc-- 
tor to be photographed for use in the picture the sane as Governor 
Green. The wire went on to say that the Bureau was determined to 
punish at least temporarily those who ignored our advice but that 
the .FBI* was thankful the picture was stopped. The wire continued that 
Joy thought he and Muto could work it out and get clearance and stated 
he thought the Director would see the picture very soon. This, of 
course, is a misrepresentation of the facts as the Director saw the 
picture several weeks^ ago. Hood asked that we not mention the wire * 
to Joy or Uuto because he feels that Foy is in bad at the studio as 
a result of the picture. 

Hood further stated that Foy told him he talked' to Governor Green and^ 
had discussed getting the Director interested in the picture. Governor 
Green told Foy Larry Benson was a 'good friend of the Director, and 
accordingly, Foy got in touch with' Benson who strung him along, telling 
him he was in coxmunication with the Director. 

I explained' to Hood the complete background. I told him we knew Joy 
was lying and how we read the script and made suggestions which Foy 
and others had seen fit to disregard. Hood pointed out that Foy 
thinks ^Joy put the bee on him, that Foy had been blamed' by the studio. 
They now tell him he was not supposed to make the picture and blame 
it all on him. 



I asked Hood specifically if Foy had ever been of assistance to the 
Bureau in Los Angeles. He stated he has helped us in many instances. 
Hood has never met Joy. 1 1 told Hood it was regrettable that he had 
placed the Director and the Bureau in such an embarrassing position, 
as we had stated positively that 'Bureau agents had not seen the film. 
Hood said he contacted every agent who could possibly have been out 
there; that Binklley and Barrett did not report the matter to him and 
it did not occur to him they could have been there at the time. 



Both Binkley's and Barret's statements are outlined above. ^ recommen d 

thc^t a stiff letter of censure be directed to Hood. A separate memo--

It ia aaauaed from the outaet that those persons i^pointed to 
sapervidors* positions have indicated they possess outstanding personsJl 
<iualities and l>etter than average Investigative ability and are able to 
direct the activities of other Agwts« These qualities are not neces- 
sarily found in all Agents bgr any »eansj and nhenever th^ are possessed 
by an Agmt^ every effort should be sttde to afford hiM tlie opportunity of 
demonstrating his <iuslities« It is not baLieved that any Agent liho has 
been in the Bweau for less than a year should be appointed to a regular 
supervisory positi<mj for ishile be ttay possess outstanding ,qaalities« 
there are uMoubtedly other Agents in the service iNho have wny good 
qualities nhich they should have the opportunity of developing and dett*« 
onitrating. The nfir men should be required to await their turn before 
haidng the oppojrtunity of showing their administrative ability, and it 
is not beUeved that one year U too long a period of training for them 
to e34)erience l}efore beinig afforded this opportunity* Most Agents need 
api»x>xlmately a yearts seasoning in the Bureau to have a proper under- 
atandlng of Bureau pclicyi ^^ they ^ould have considerable investigative 
experienoe to enable thM to function properly as supervisors and admin- 
IstratorSi 

It is realised by most Agents that they idll not become Agents 
in Charge unless they jbave the opportunity of having deslc e3q;>erience^ 
and I have the definite impression that there are many Agents in the 
Bureau idio do not believe tiiat supervisory positions are worth working 
for because they do require a considerable acceptance of respcmsilidlity 
and^ in eerie cases^ a ^sk of <>nets future in the Bureau «- aU withmt 
any additional remuneration* The present tendency of the Bureau to 
place additional responsiWLUty in the field where the cases are super- 
vised is indeed a wise one) howeitari with the added responsibility for 
that supervisicm, it doea appeair that there should be some definite 
consideration i^ven to the Agents iribo occupy tlu>se positions.

With reference to Mr, Glavin«s nenorandun of 
Kovenber 12, 19l;3^ I telephoned Los Angeles on Kovenber 13 
and in the absence of Mr. Hood talked to ASAC EllsTOrth* 
Ellsworth investigated the xaisconduct on the part of Wells 
and the -failure of Griffith to report sane. BlisTvortli told ne that there ttcls 
no doubt T*atsoever in the cind of Griffith Tftien he originally received the 
infomation that it concerned Special Agent Honer B* Wells. Although Griffith 
received the original infomation on Kovenber $, he did nothing at all about 
bringing it to the attention of Hood but did on Kovenber 9 talk to Wells about 
it. At t*iat tine Wells denied to Griffith that he tols drank or had done the 
things alleged but did not deny that he Tias the person against tAion the allega- 
tions Tvere nade. Even if Wells had not done the things stated, Griffith T?as 
still under obligation to bring it to the Bureau's attention. 

BllsTvorth stated that Griffith had no excuse but said that he had 
finally decided that he -was going to write it up as an iryers ©nation conplaint 
and see •fteit happened. According to EUsinrorth, Griffith stated he just did not 
have the "guts'* to tell on Wells. 

I told .Ellsw>rth to send in a sunnary nenorandun' by teletype ixanediate- 
ly concerning Griffith>s actions. .Thereafter upon clearance fron Mr. Tolson, 
appropriate action ms taken disnissing both Wells and Griffith fron the service 
Tfdth prejudice.

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SPECIAL AGENTS 



This position has been designated as a key position by the Review 
Coaimittee of the War Manpower Cocmission. 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation has been designated as the sole 
civilian government investigative agency having jurisdiction over the investiga- 
tion of natters pertaining to national defense such as espionage, sabotage, 
registration of agents of foreign principals, sedition, treason, and the like, 
and further, the Federal Bureau of Investigation has sole investigative jurisdic- 
tion in a great nuaber of other Federal statutes which embrace bank robbery, 
kidnaping, extortion, white slave traffic, National Motor Vehicle Theft Act, and 
ntiaserous others. The investigative work in connection with the above violations 
is perforcaed by the Special Agent personnel of this Bureau, who are recruited from 
applicants between the ages of twenty-three and forty. They must be graduates of 
a law school or an accounting school with the necessary accounting experience, or 
graduates of a university with extensive investigative experience, or with linguis- 
tic qualifications, or have basic educational training and possess satisfactory 
prior law enforcement experience which will enable them to satisfactorily perfona 
the duties imposed upon them. For certain of the scientific investigative work, 
Special Agents are secured who primarily are qualified in the sciences, such as 
ballistics, chemical analysis, spectography, cryptography, mineralogy, metallog- 
raphy, toxicology, and other like sciences. Applicants for appointment to the 
position of Special Agent must meet the physical standards and requirements for 
this position, which are exceedingly high. They must have vision of no less than 
20/40 in one eye, 20/50 uncorrected, both eyes to be corrected to 20/20. They 
must have no color deficiency whatever. 

Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation undergo a rigorous 
training program. All newly appointed Special Agents in the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation attend training classes for a period of sixteen weeks; the hours of 
training are from 9:00 a.m. to 9:00 p.m. daily, which course of study is equivalent 
to two full years of college study. Puring this period of training, they are 
thoroughly instructed in the basic rules ^nd regulations and jurisdictions of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. They must satisfactorily pass numerous written 
examinations during their period 'of -training. If a trainee fails to pass any of 
these examinations, he is dropped from the school. 

The duties of a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation are 
most arduous. They must be available at a moment's notice to go to any part of 
the United States or to any assignment outside the United States. The hours of 
duty for these employees are such that they must be in excellent physical health. 
The average work week for a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
is no less than seventy hours. The work of a Special Agent, regardless of his 
particular qualification, is such that he cannot lead a sedentary or well regulated 
life. Due to the small number of Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation presently handling the work under the jurisdiction of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation within and without the continental United States, it is necessary 
that the entire staff be highly mobile. 

Special Agents are required to be able to conduct investigations in 
more than 100 types of cases, including espionage, sabotage, subversive activities, 
frauds against the goverr^ent, kidnaping, extortion, bank robbery, 'White Slave 
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Traffic Act, etc. They are trained in and required to maintain constant skill in 
the use of highly technical eauipment, technical processes, such as those necessary 
for the development of latent fingerprints, conceeaed or obliterated numbers upon 
firearas, to understand the use of code messages, to conduct physical surveillances 
of subjects of espionage and similar cases, sometimes for periods of many months, 
and when necessary, to assume a necessary character to enable them to fit in an 
undercover capacity into the activities and operations of groups such as foreign 
agents, who are engaged in thwarting the war effort. 

The arduousness and importance of the work of Special Agents of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation was readily recognized by the military and naval leaders. The 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, for the Secretary of the Navy, requested Special 
Agent employees of the Pederftl Bureau of Investigation to submit thei^ resignations from 
reserves commissions held by them in the naval services because it had been determined 
that those Special Agents could better serve their country in their present assignments 
than if they were to be called Into active naval service. The Secretary of War, in 
1942, addressed personal communications to 168 Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation who at that time held reserve commissions in the Army. The Secretary of 
War at that time advised the Special Agents that their employment in.Jthe FBI is of such 
vital importance to the national defense as to necessitate their remaining at their 
posts of duty despite the fact that they held reserve commissions in the United States 
Army, and the request was made that these Agents, through the proper channels, submit 
their resignations from their commissions. 

General Lewis B. Hershey of the Selective Service System pointed out in his 
Directive to all Local Boards of December 29, 1941, that Special Agent positionsof the 
FBI were most important and essentiial to the national health, safety, and interests, 
and that the national defense functions of the FBI should not.be impaired by the 
removal of trained personnel from critical positions in the Bureau. 

The position of Special Agent has always been considered the most critical 
of all positions in the FBI, since, with the tremendous, bulk of work placed upon us 
due to the war emergency, it is essential that a trained Qualified staff be available 
for the handling of this work. If the Federal Bureau of Investigation cannot continue 
to retain its personnel in this critical position, aid and comfort would most certainly 
be given to the enemy and others whose interests are inimical to the best interests of 
the .country today. 

I, J. Edgar Hoover, do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I am the Director of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation and that the foregoing statements are true to the 
best of my knowledge and belief. *

Appeal Procedure 

An/.per$on entitled todo $o maf take an" appeal to the board'ot appearwiitin lO'days after tte 
of mailing of Notice of ClassiUcation to registrant in eitber of ttie following way$i 

(1) By filing with tiie local board a written notice of appeal. Sucb notice need not be in any particular form 

' but nia$t state the name of the registrant and the name and identity of the person appealing $o a$ to 
show the right of appeal. 

(2) By signing the "Appeal to Board of Appeal" on the Selective Service Questionnaire (Form 40) . 

The person appealing may attach tc^his notice of appeal or to the Selective Service (jue^tionnaire. (Form 40) 
a statement specifying the respects in which be believes, the local board erred, may direct attention to any infor- 
mation in the registrant'^ file whidi he believes the local board has failed to consider or give sufficient weight, and 
may set out in full any information which was offered to the local board and which' tVlocalioard failed or 
refused to include in tlie registrant's file. 

Appeal to the President from cteificatiou by the board of appeal may be taken at any time within 10 day$ 
after the datff of-mailing t)f notice to registrant, provided th^ registrant was classified by theioard of appeal in

death by self-destruction after the Agent has been a toeober of the fund for two yeare. 
It is understood and agreed that the sum tendered herewith is a voluntary, gratuitous 
. contribution to said fund, which I understand is to be administered in the following 
tcanner: 

Ihe Director of the Bureau will appoint a committee which shall consider all 
matters pertaining to the ac<iui5ltion, safe keeping and expending of said fund, which 
^ committee will recommend appropriate action to the Director of the Bureau In pertinent 
matters. The Chief Clerk of said Bureau shall receive. all contributions and account for 
same to the Director^ 

Upon the death of any Special Agent, ^the appointed committee will consider the 
case and submit a recommendation to the Director as to "its con^^lusions. Appropriate in* 
structlons will then be issued to the Ch'ief Cleric, directing him tc pay to the designated 
beneficiary the, sua of 110,000.

Special Agent in Charge Hood is to report to the Seat of G3v4rn;^'' '^ 
ment on September 13, 19>W, for a two day conference. There is attacheC_:__ 
hereto a penranent brief of his file. In addition the Director may be 
interested in the folloifdng infonaation concerning this SAC: 

Mr. Hood entered on duty 9/24/3^, served as an Agent throughout 
the^ coxmtry, as a supervisor ^t the Seat of Government and as Special Agent 
in Charge at Knoxville, Netr Orleans, San Diego and Los Angeles* The chief 
criticisn leveled against Mr. Hood during his early days in the Bureau 
was his cold^ Germanic^ personality, and the fact that he joade a very youth- 
SvlI appearance ♦ 

Mr. Hood was ori^ginally designated Special Agent in Charge at 
Los Angeles on February 7, 1939, was transferred as Special Agent in Charge 
at San Ci ego on May 5, 1940 and since October 28, 1940 has been at Los 
Angeles as Special Agent in Charge. 

Mr. Kood is extreraely hard working as will be borne out by the 
fact that the Director personally wrote him a letter on Deptember 22, 1939, 
instructing hiai to discontinue putting in so zauch ovcrtiiae* 

The Bureau directed a letter to Wbo on June 16, 1941, criticizing 
the attitude of the TTest Coast Special^gpnta^^CWjge .as reflected iy the 
coiments to Assistant Director Foxworig Ijt&jfiij^ajjg^^^ 1941* 

The Director will recall that in the early days .of ^he. national 
energency it was necessary for the Bureau to criticize J!fr. Hood. for his 
dilatory practice of dealing with the Military and Naval :aut^^ties on 
the West Coast. 1 2.:^. ^'^' ^

Mr. Hood was comnended in September, 1941, for his assistance 
to the Attorney General during hi« visit to the West Coast. In January, 
1942, the Director personally addressed a letter to Mr. Hood censuring hiw 
for not having ascertained that' the Army and Navy on the West Coast had , 
made foroal complaint to Washington that the Bureau was not capable of j 
discharging its responsibility in connection with investigating matters 
pertaining to the emergency.

The Los Angeles Office tos last inspected by l?r. Ournea in 
June, 19^2, at vMch time he reported the conditions there were very, very 
satisfactory and that SAC Hood ras doing a very good job. 

On Jttly H, 194-2, the Anericanization Committee of the American 
Legion Departeent of California cited Mr. Hood for his outstanding rork in 
the Los Angeles Coruinity. 

On August 6, 1943> the Bureau censured Mr. Hood for his failure 
to furnish information vhen reqpiested that two Agents of his office had 
reviewed the Roger Touhy film at the 20th Century Fox Eilxa Studio. His * 
failure to properly report that this film had been reviewed by Agents in 
his office resulted in the Bureau denying that it had. been reviewed by 
Agents as reported by Variety Magazine when in fact two Agents of the Los 
Angeles Office had seen portions of the film. In Noveirber, 19^13, the 
Bureau censured Mr. Hood for his failure to recoimend an Agent be dismissed 
with prejudice wh«i this Agent was cognizant that a fellow Agent was drunk 
and failed to report it to Mr. Hood. 

In February, 194^, the Bureau pointed out its displeasure at 
his failure and the failure of the supervisor in his office to advise the 
Bureau of the apprehension of a badly wanted fugitive. As a result of 
their failure in this instance the Bureau issued a wanted flier on this 
fugitive who was already in the custody of the Post Office Department 
and this fact was known to the Los Angeles Office. 

The Director interviewed Mr. Hood on April 11, 19^4 and reported 
that he joade an excellent appearance, seemed to be thoroughly in touch 
with the laajor problems in his field division^ and rated him above average. 
By letter dated April 25, 1944, Mr. Hood advised the Biireau that he had 
declined an offer of $10,000 a year as an eaployee of the Adult Authority 
CoEomitteo T*dch was to direct the Pardon Parole System of the State of 
California. 

In connection with the Bureau letter of July 21, 19^1, con- 
cerning the recornnendation of the separation of weaker Agents, it was 
necessary to correspond with SAC Hood pointing out the discrepancy of the 
annual rating of Good with the Fair rating submitted as a result of the 
Bureau letter. 

Mr. Hood's file reflects that he is highly regarded by public 
officials and private people in the Los Angeles area.

Any pern entltM to do $o may tale an appeal to the board o( appeal mik 10 days after tie above date 
of mIId^ of Notice of ClatsificatioQ to re^strant in either of tie (ollowing ways: 

1(1 ) By filing vdth the local board a written notice of appeal Such notice need not be in any particular form 
but m\ state the name of the registrant and the name and identity of the person appealing so as to 
show the right of appeal. 

(2) Bysigningthe^AppealtoBoardof Appear on the Selective Service Questionnaire (Form 40). 

The person appealing may attach to his notice of appeal or to the Selective Service Questionnaire (Form 40; 
a statement specifying the respects jn^^ch he believes the local board erred, may direct attention to any infer 



mation in the registrants file whicn heli'elieves the local board has failed to consider or give sufficient weight, and 
may set out in full any information which was offered to the local board and which the local board failed or 
refused to include in the registrant's file. 

, Appeal to the President from classification by the board of appeal may be taken at any time within 10 days 
after the date of mailing of notice to registrant, provided the registrant was classified by tne.board of appeal in 
either Clas«HClassI4'^, or Class IV-E and one or morememlers of theboard of appeal dissented from suA 
classification. Otherwise, the decision of the board of appeal is final except when an appeal is taken to the Presi* 
dent either by the State'Director of Selective Service or the Director of Selective Service on the ground that he 
deems it to be in the national interest or necessary to avoid an injustice.

Laboratory Matters - The Laboratory conducted more examinations during 
the fiscal year 194C for local law enforcement agencies in the State 
of California than for any other State of the Union* For the fiscal 
year 2945, we made 289 examinations ^ /or such agencies in Ca2ifornia^ 
whereas during the fiscal year 1946 we made 681 such examinations* 
The largest number of examinations :nade for any other State was 400 
for the State of Ohio* ; 

Radio Station - It is also to be recalled that Los Angeles is one of 
the four Field Divisions where SSO-^watt radio stations are being in- 
stalled for two-way communication with the Field Division automobiles. 
Such installations are also to be made at New York City, Washington, 
D. C, and ^etroitj Michigan* One of the purposes of these installa- 
tions is to determine the value and need for such in our work* In 
order io. give complete coverage from car to station, unattended re- 
ceivers are being installed throughout the City of Los Angeles in order 
to, pick up the transmission from the cars and carry it into the station* 
The installation at Los Angeles is being handled at this tine by 
Special Agent H* 0* Earp, a radio engineer of the Laboratory* 

Speaking' engaciements - During the fiscal year ending June ^0^ 1946, 303 
speaking engagements were' handled by the Los Angeles Field Division* 
A total of 33 of these were made by the Special Agent "in Charge, whereas 
98 were made by the Assistant Special Agent in Charge* There was a 
decided^ improvement in the number of speeches given inasmuch as during 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1945, there were only 193 speaking 
engagements, 39 of which were handled by the Special Agent in Charge* 
It is to be noted that a 2arge. proportion of the speeches handled by > 
Los Angeles were before rather small groups* The Special Agent in 
Charge at Los Angeles was written on July 23 ^ 2946, concerning his 
fai2ure to indicate on tickler copies of speech letters submitted to 
the Bureau why the engagements were not being handled by him personally 
or by the Assistant Special Agent in Charge* It has been noted in 
recent weeks that on a number of tickler copies no explanation was

KU Klux Klan Activities - The Ku Klux Klan has been extremely active in 
the California area in recent months, and a report o/ the Los Angeles 
Office dated .JUne IB, 1946, regarding this organisation reflects thaf 
the Klan reportedly has 200,000 members and 100 fellowship clubs 
known as '^Hearts and Hands Clubs'^. 

The Attorney general has requested that the Bureau investigate the 
functions jxnd plans of /the Ku Klux Xlan throughout the United States, 
and this can be effectively done only by the development of reliable 
confidential informants who are in a position to disclose information 
relating to these activities^ 

-It is also to be observed that the revival of Klan activity in 
California may result in violations of the Civil .Rights and ^Pomestic 
Violence Statute, and it is essential that the Bureau be immediately 
advised as to any reported violations in this regards 

It is to be further noted that State authorities in California have 
taken action against the Klan by instituting quo warranto proceedings 
at which the California charter o/ th^ KKK was revoked' and a new permit 
to operate in the state was denied. However, it is felt that the 
Klan may continue to operate as an underground and clandestine organiza^ 
tion and, therefore, the Lo^s Angeles Office should be alert to closely 
follow the affairs of this group. 

International Situation - Jf* is thought you might desire to call 
Mr. Jiood's attention tO' the tense international situation and point 
out that Los Angeles is one of the principal areas in which Soviet 
representatives and agents are concentrated. You may wish to instruct 
Mr. Hood to be sure of adequate coverage of Soviet subjects at all 
times to be completely abreast of any changes in personnel in the 
Soviet Consulate and to furnish promptly to the Bureau complete 
information regarding any changes of office space occupied by Soviet 
officials in the Zojs Angeles area.

bulletin, but that all resident agents "be ^eitaitted to retain ^ source of 
information file* 

It would aDpear that a resident agent working out of hi:s ho^ is 
Just as .much In need of a source of information f^ile ais :a resident an^nt working 
out of approved office space. It is t^r belief that if these resident ragmts 
are provl^.ed with file cabinets which can be locked and .in which they can main- 
tain a soxirce file under proper security that -they should be entitled to keep 
such a file. In the event of an inspection ^f their residency, I am certain 
that the resident agents would not hesitate to produce their source :of informa- 
tion file for a check. It is, therefore^ recommended that r.estrictions which 
apparently iStill es^ist through the Bureau bulletin referred to be rescinded. 

This matter came up as result :of the current ihspoction of the Xos 
. Angeles Division in which the Inspector called attention to the fact that we 
^^^Q 'sending duplicate source of information cards back to the resident :a gents 
submitting the sources even though some of the residents do not occupy approved 
office space.

Subject: Affidavit regarding membership in organizations which 
assert the right to strike against the Government. 



Appropriation bills for the fJLscal year 1947 provide that 
no part^of the appropriation- shadl be used' to pay the salary or wages 
of any .person who engages in a strike against the Government of the 
United tStates or who is a. member of an organization of Government 
employees that asserts the right to strike against the Government of 
the United States. Jt is provided that for the purpose of this 
legislation an affidavit shall, be considered prima facie evidence 
that the « person making the affidavit has not contrary to the provi- 
sions Oft this law engaged in a strike against the Government of the 
United SStates and is not a member of an organization of Government 
employees that asserts the right to strike against the Government of 
the United States. i, .' 

All employees mxst execute the affidavit on the other side 
of this, circular,. When you have signed the affidavit it should be 
returned; promptly to your immediate supervisor who will forwardjlfcr £.

A coOTninication has been received from the Los Angeles Office 
suggesting that the laaintenance of the bank robbery album by that office 
be discontinued. The reasons for this suggestion ares (1) During current 
years the Xos Angeles Field Office has not solved one case as a result of 
^n identification from the bank robbery album. (H) The Agents conducting 
the bank robbery album advise that esttiibitlon of the bank robbery albuiB to idtnesses 
has confused 'tt)e witnesses because of the large mitober of photographs^ and the idt- 
nesses begin to lose the mental ittage they had of the subject* (3) The maintenance 
of the bank robbery album consuBtes a great amount ^of administrative and clerical 
time. U) The los Angeles Police Departaient and Sheriff's Office maintain elaborate 
photogra]^ albums of bank robbers^ classified as to race, age, and type, to which 
the Los Angeles HLeld Office has Immediate accessr* 

TSie question as to whether the bank robbery album should be maintained by 
the various field offices has been raised from time to time In the i>ast. 'The reasons 
given for Its discontinuance have been practically Identical with those contained 
In the recent Los Angeles letter • On each occasion it has been decided at the Seat 
of Government that the hank robbery album, if kept current, can be a very usable 
Ijmvestlgatlve opera tl<m^ and that furthermore the maintenance of the album and 
exhibiting it to banking officials Is an impressive Investigative step and tends 
to sell banking personnel on the ability of the Bureau to handle bank robbery cases. 

I believe that there is considerable laerit to the various .arguments set 
forth In the Los Angeles letter. If, as the Los Angeles Office states, witnesses 
lose their mental Image of the /subject by viewing albums, and if they consistently 
fall to identify subjects in the album, I believe this fact will tend to eliminate 
one of the arguments for keeping the album, namely, teat it is an impressive 
Investigative step to banking officials. 1 do believe, however, that a bank 
robbery album is just as affective as the work put into it to keep it current. 

If the Los Anheles Sheriff *s Office and the Police Departmwt albums 
are being maintained and are usable, there appears to be no reason irhy the los 
Angeles Office could not have a workable and current >>ank robbery album. I believe 
the argument that the Los Angeles law enforcement agencies * albums are available 
to the Los Angeles Office is not sound because, obviously, if identlficatl<ms are 
going to be made Srom those albums they will be first made by the local law enforce- 
ment agency who will have the jump on us in the lnvestlgatl<ai,

D^iring recent months I have given care- 
ful consideration and study to the use of the Bank Bobbery Albuia in 
the investigation of the several bank robbery cases occuring in this 
Division* During the past several years, %b the :Bctr*>au Is aware^ we 
have had our share of bank :robbery cases and thus far we Jhave failed to 
jBiake an identification from the album. In Jfact, I have co^e to the con- 
clusion that the bank robbery albuw serves very little purpose due to 
« the fact that when witnesses are brought in and exanine a large number of 

I photographs they be^^ln to lose the mental inage that they had of the subject. 

3^ -vlevfing hundreds of photographs they apparently gradually change the 
image they had in their minds to correspond Trilth 'some .of the photograjp*iS 
that they have been looking at. 1 .have found that later on when these 
people see the actual bandit they are sometimes confused and have in 
some instances practically changed the de5cripti<xx from what they originally 
gave the agents to the descriptiw of some new Individual that they 
have concocted because they have had to see so many pliotograj^is ♦ 

Furthermore^ X have found that the administrative worJc involved 
in maintaining a large bank robbery album consumes too much of ttie time 
of an employee to be worth the effort. JHie Bureau re^Luires that the bank 
"robbery album be kept ^ip to date at all times. After giving this regula- 
tion careful study, it is my opinion thajt the only way this .can be done 
is to place a stop notice in the Identification Division on each of the 
560 individuals that^e have in ttie album, in^e stop would request the 
Identification Division to immediately laotify Wiis office should any 
of these individuals be arrested or confined. ;If such becomes the case, 
of course, the photograph would be removed from the album and then it 
would be necessary to place a stop Yfith the penitentiary to which the 
subject is sentenced to fee notified .at ^he time he is released sOtithat 
his photograph can go back in the album. 

In addition, this office is presently on the established mailing 
list of San Quentin and Polsom Penitentiaries and receive photographs 
of all their released prisoners^ ostensibly for inclusion in tiie bank 
robbery album.

This office wotks very closely Tdth the Los Angeles Police 3)epart- 
mont and the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Office Bobbery Squads in bank 
robbery cases . Both of these departments maintain albums of photographs 
of released prisoners frcm Fblsois and San Quentin* The albuios are 
classified more or l^ss as to race, ages, types, etc, making it loore 
practical to show ^ witness photographs of individuals of a particular 
classification as described by the Kitoess, In order to effect an 
identification* We have access to ttiese albums and do not have to con- 
tribute .all the adiainlstrative work involved in keeping the albuia 
up to date. 

It would -be jay recoimiwndation that this office be peridtted to 
discontinue the mintenance of the bank robbery album. The Bureau way 
have infoi^aation contrary to that which I have indicated above to the 
effect that cases have been solved through witnesses viewing photographs 
in the album and may desire that this office retain its album.. However, 
It jias been our experience dn this office that no material good has come 
from the album, although it is taken out on every bank robbery and the 
witnesses are shown the photographs in it. 

The Bureau is requested to advise rm in this respect. The Bureau 
is also requested to authorize me to remove i.he name and address of this 
office from the mailing lists of Folsom and San Quentln l^enitentiaries 
so that we will no longer receive photographs of their releases. 
J feel that this creates .a lot of work for the penitentiaries and an 
undue burden on this office c<»npared with the amount of good that could be 
derive from placing all these photographs in an aHmm.

JLaswerlng the director t a iniquity concemint how such 
oversights could take place in the Adiainistrative Division in so 
far aa the iExcellent efficiency ratings on Special Agen6 D. W* 
Magee and !♦ B* Hale are concerned, these efficiency ratings were 
not changed upon receipt since the infomatioi^ contained in the 
written portion of the efficiency rating contained no infomation 
which would lead the individual reviewing the efficiency rating 
to believe that the rating should be changed^ 

The ^procedure which has been followed in the Adndnlstra- 
tive Division in rewie^wing efficiency ratings is to carefully 
review the narmtive coaMots which accoopany the rating and 
in those instances where the narrative coffloient does not support 
the adjective rating given^ we have b^en conttsunicating with the 
various Special Agents in Charge and requesting further information 
as to the reasons for certain adjective ratings being afforded^ 
>A number of such letters have gone out during the past several 
months in connection with the annual efficiency ratings tnhich 
were due Uarch 31st, I9f?# 

There is attached hereto a copy of a letter dated 
March 12, 1947, which was sent to all Special Agents ;in Charge 
concerning the preparation of annual efficiency reports* It will 

be noted that on page 1 of the letter in question, the statement 
is made in the last paragraph 6« that page that "the annual rating 

is the evaluation of the services of the employee as of March of 
eaciF year based upon bis performance while on actixe duty during 
the preceding twelvengp^nth period*^ It is felt that there should 
have been no misunderstanding in the Field concerxiing the period 
Xor Which the rating was made* 

Since there has been sms misunderstanding, there are 
only two ways in which the Bureau can assure itself that the ratings 
given at the annual rating period, March 31 of each year^ are correct 
and that is: 

1* That at the time the efficiency ratings are 
received, the file of every Burdau employee 
be called and that a thorough review of the 
Xile be made to see if any pertinent comment

JSither of the above suggested systeiRs which are the

do not Jteel that the value irtiich would be received as a result of 
such a system being set up would offset the expms^ entailed* Should

The only alternative would be to again advise the Special Agents in 
Charge that the rating must cover a twelve-month period, and that

Reference is made to JSAC Letter lIo» 128 datftd iSeptem- 
ber 30, I9li7, Section (L), which requires that files be placed in the 
closed file section without folders. Our experience is that this 
method of filing may save a little space but that the Acco fasteners 
on the files stick together, the file Jackets become worn and torn In 
those classifications where there is considerable reference to the 
files, such as the '^00'' classification, and there is considerable 
opportunity for errors, ^Is situation is accentuated 53y filing the 
files crosswise in the drawer, as they have to be packed in tightly, 
Hihen the Acco fasteners stick together, there is a good likelihodd oJf, 
misfiles BxtA where no ^ckets are used, it is practically imposs^^

Met Suggestion 



I jfjnd tdider the Bureau *0 .requirement that Jfiles l^e 
placed in the closed section idthout jackets, it is very dif flcxilt 
to charge out a closed Xile. We are presently charging out a great 
laany of these jfiles under the Atomic Energy Applicant Program as 
there are many references to the names of these applicants • Where 
the chargeout slip is slipped between files packed tightly in the 
drawer. It Is very difficult to ref ile the file in Its proper posi- 
tion or to determine who has a particular file, due to the diffi- 
tulty of trying to locate the chargeout slip* We find it hard to 
place returned^ initialed serials and chargeout requests in the 
proper place in the closed section loider the present system, 

the e>qperiment with filing the files crosswise in 
the drawers brought out the fact that the file cabinet drawers are 
greasy In order for the drawers to slide in property, and the em- 
ployees have to stand on the side of the drawers, thus getting 
their clothes dirty. 

It would be HQT recommendation, with reference to 
this current suggestion «id toe requirement in SAO Letter No. 128, 
that the SAC be lallcwed to survey his closed file section and deter* 
mine which classifications are seldom referred to* This would per- 
haps Include the classifications of 1, 67| 77, 98, 116, 117 j etc, 
and where he finds that these classifications are rarely checked, 
to l)e permitted to destroy the Jackets, and in the case of legal 
size drawers, even arrange the .files crosswise in the drawer; 
however^ it is recommended that in those classifications of cases 
.in which there Is frequent reference to the files, he be authorised 
to maintain the files in their Jackets and in the normal front-to- 
back order of fllihg; If he cannot be given this option, it would 
be lay recozomendation that the suggestion .of filing the files JTrom 
side to side in the drawers not be approved.

the lead sheets can *be placed in their proper sequence in the file. 
This also avoids buUciness in the files in these cases as sone cases re- 
quire the maidng of as many as eight and ten lead sheets*

This cnsQ Involvija the uninylte^l appearance of an estiiaatfed 
5o InaiYiduals, .some of whoa hnva been iflentifie^ as members of the Aaer- 
ican Xegion, at a aeetlng held on t^e evening of Iloveaber 14, 1947,at the 
hone of one Hugh Hardytaan, U Crescentci, California. The group which hftld 
the jaeoting was called the Xa CreScenta-Caiiada JD^ocratlc C^ub of Montrose, 
California, and the prAncipal speaker vas David N, Leff, former UHRRA in- 
formation Officer )«ho spoke on the subject, *rhe Coalnfom and the iiarsball 
^Tm'<, Just before Leff's tOk, the the 20 individuals entered the meeting 
And served notice on the asse»bled group to break It up within ten ainutas. 
The Intruders departed after a few alnutes and there was no violence. 

According to the Los Angeles -Tiwes of November 19, 19^7, whlfeh 
ficcurately describes the actual activities 4t the Kard^an residence, toe 
Legionnaires went to- the Hardyaan home, rang the bell atsd were admitted. One 
of the group asked permission to read a stateoent and that pemlssion was 
gr'jnted by the cludxmm of the meotihg. The spokesman read the stateiient end 
the T^egionnaires left. According to this newspaper article, Sirs. Haruy!i«n 
corroborated the statement concerning the arrival and entry of the aen and 
thfl fact that w>8t of them were wearing caps ^rlng American Legion lost a<!7 
insignia. Members of tlie club foun4 the state, ent a. read to the group ob- 
jectionable. The American Civil Liberties Union wired a protest to the 
!Iatlonal President of the American Legion and said the Legionnaires' "action 
is believed to l)e a natural fruit of the Legion plans to take law into pri- 
vate hands in spotting subverslved - a government function." According to 
the Los Angeles Times article, Hardyaan, a aembor of the Progressive Citlaens 
of America, and a group of ttie Club members deiwinded issuance of criminal com 
plaints against their unwelcome jguests. 

Hugh Hardyaan dtoring the la,8t Congressional election casipaigned 
in hhalf oX ihn candidacy of an alleged Communist sympathizer. Hardysjan in a 
letter to the United States Attorney at Los Aageles dated .November 26, 19A7, 
complained -of numerous 'violations of civil rights by constituted authorities 
of Glendale, Culifomla, and his complaint .has boen referred to Mr. (iuinn of 
the Damrtaent. This complaint Is still pending in the Criminal Clvlslon of 
the rJep^rt) ent as to investigation of the alleged Civil Rights violation. 
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Ihe p^ople^s WorW has madet capitaL in its pajer coticomlng tho 
dliSturbanca at the mooting at the Hardyman resiaence and printed nstory cap- 
tioned, "TO! Men tinlccd to Said on Democratic Meeting. »* This story stated t^i 
that two JFIBI Agents wore present as obscjrvers when the Legionnaires raided 
the meeting. The PeJ^pLe's l^orld also printed ^ article to the effect that 
the J31 had ^demanded" ttet nothing b^ printed about alleged FBI participa- 
tion in tho so-called raid* The Daily T?oricer has also carried stories to the 
effect that tho FBI pirticlpated in this raid, 

A teletype dated December 12, 19i7, bus been received from the 
Xos Angeles Office advising Uiat 20 men are on trial on charges of disturbing 
the poace before the Glt?ndale, Califomia Jfustice of the Peace v^ho is hearing 
the case ^thout a jury,. It was reported that the Glendalo District Attorney!/ 
investigator^ Lieutenat Basse, testified on the witness :stand tbe^t one of the 
defendants, Stanley t* Lord, told WUa that tshcn tJiey we^ on the ^ay to the 
Hardyiaan resldenco, iord had told others In the group that there xould be two 
FBI flien and a woman in the audience and that they would be hard to identify 
if a fight jstarted. The defendants include fourteen Legionnalras and six 
newspaperaen* 

Miss Virginia Gardner of the People's ^orld telephonically ad- 
vised the tos Angeles Office that the story was being published In her paper, 
stating thut it was te^^tlf led that three TBI ejaployees were at the joeetln^. 
Bhet was told by Assist nt SAC Ellsworth that there was no cooaent on such 
testimony and ttiat we denied our personnel was present. ^Iss Gardner asked 
TJLlsworth If we would still deny that we knew there was going to be a raid on 
the meeting and she was told that wo do deny having any such information. 

5PKCIAL AGEMT PAftTICIPATIOM IV THR RAID ^ 1!ARCDS M. BRIGHT 

Special Agent Bright stated that sojae time on th^ morning of 
nove:»Vir M, 1947, Deputy Sheriff George Welner of the Antl-Subverslve DetaU 
of the I*os Angeles County Sheriff's Office telephonlc<^lly advised hlaj that a 
Communist meeting had bean scheduled to take place In JKontroso that evening 
nnd that be, Velner^ had bs^^n designated to cover the meeting. Bright Said be 
told trelner at the ti^e that as far as he knew^ the Party did not have a branhh 
in l!ontrose end inquired if Kelner had the names of anyone supposed to be bc- 
hlndthe meeting, whereupon l^elner replied that the meeting w$s to be held at 
tho horn of one Hugh Eardjman. Bright said he checked the office records but 
founa nothing on Hardyssan as a Party member and Bright said he advised ¥;elner 
accordingly. "Welner invited Bright to accompany him that evening to cover ttie 
laeetlng and Bright said since he lived in that neighborho.;<J, owning bis own 
home about three miles from the Hardjistan jresldence, be ^«ent around with leiner 
to :make a routine check of the activities at the meeting. 

IBrigbt pointed <mt that it had been standard investigative tech- 
nique in the past to covet* Communist meetings by spot checking the license .nt»a- 
bers at pv near the alleged Co::s:unist gatherings and that this was a very im- 
portant investigative technique where no informants Atere attending the 
gntherlng. 
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^^Inor^ using an undercover car, tirove Jirlght h^ tho flardyKan ad- 
dress &t ^bout 8:15 p.»« and aS they went by it ira^ note4 ^^^^^ "^^^^^ .30fflo 20 
cars parked n^v hy^ Bright suggested Vh^i Kolner not sjbop the car but drivo 
by sloi?ly and Cs^l :off license numbers and thi« leaa doni * Bright tsade tlie ob- 
servation that it did not appear to be a Co]:^sunist Party neeting and that ^ fetr 
of the license :nuMibers should bo checked out so the true ns^r© of the snooting 
could bo detemlned.

confined his answers strictly to a denial of the presence of Agents at th^ 
meeting at La Crescenta» He told her that th«i information which she had that

A check of -our files here at the Seat of fiovemaent reflects that 
Lord has been contacted on a, number of occasions in connection with Bureau 
cases concerning bribery^ Security Matters (C) and he has been a confidential 
infomant in a sedition case hendl^ by the Los Angles Division. He appears to 
have been mentioned as a traveller in a Fot^e|gn Tfravel Control case^ i^as a ref^i*- 
ence i^ an Atomic Energy Act case and our files show hlTn to be a member of tha 
Ataerican Legion, the Xomer Executive Secretary of a Ration Board in Glendale, 
Calif ornia> and in charge of the Veteran's Information Center at Glendale* -It 
appears from the files that the contacts with Lord were nade as a result of his 
connection with the OPA Ration Board* 

According to Mr* Hood^ Lord ol^as to Jhave been employed l^ ttie 
Department of Justice as a Special Agent under a Wr» KLan£6rd, Specif Agent in 
Charge early in 1917 an/ served until 1919i when he lost an eye and was injured 
in an explosion on October 5$ 1918 in line of duty* Lord claims to have assist- 
ed in the organisation of the American Protective League in the Los Angeles area 
and sdems to be still proud to have been singly honored by **1r* Bileskl, the head 
of the Department at Washington, . 

A check of the Bureau axwl DepartDie t records does not reflect that 
Lord has ever beeia employed by the Bureau. 

There arc attached perrsanent briefs of the files cf S|:>ecial Agents 
Bright and Iten* It is to be noted that in connection ^wlth Special Agent Bright 
he is married^ 4:ias two children and owns his own borne in Los Angeles* He has 
been doing .an outstanding job in connection with Communist Party coverage inlos 
Angeles and the Bureau is in receipt of a cosmunicatlon from the Los Angeles 
DJ vision recoBwitending tl^mt Bright iaaong a .number of other Special .Age ts be sent 
a letter of cotnmendatlon because of their success in obtaining the 19^17 Communist 
Party registration cards for the Los Angeles area* It i^ to be further noted 
that Bright Imd served as *he Communist Supervisor in the Los Angeles ftivision 
and on the day he received the call from Deputy Sheriff Ifelner he was acting as 
the ^Supervisor in charge of the Communist Section*

!• Tilth respect to Special Agent Bright' a covering th^ alleged Com- 
munist meeting at the Hardyman residence, it is felt that before taking the :ac« 
tlon he did :he should have endeavored to obtain more background infomatlon, par- 
ticularly since the records of the Los Angeles Division failed to reflect that 
Hardyman was a member of the Communist Party, In mi|lgatlon of Bright' s actions, 
it is noted the Inforaatlon about the Communist gathering was received from a 
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Deputy Sheriff trho was on thn Anti-Subversive Detail anS the further fact that 
the Loss Angeles County Communist Party records are not IOO36 complete so th^ro 
ms a possibility that there wac no record in the I*os Angeles Office but that

Hard^^man dtarlng the last Congressional election' campaigned in be- 
half of. the candidacy of an .alleged Uominunist sympathiser, hurdyman in a letter 
to the United States iittorney at Los ^jrigeles dated JSove^ber 26, 1947, coioolainea 
of numerous violations of civil rights by constituted authorities of Glendaie, 
California, and his complaint has been referred to Mr* Quimi of the oapartiaent^ 

.The People^ s World has made capital in its paper concerning the dis- 
turbance at the meeting at the Bardjrman residence and or in tea a story captioned, 
"31 Men Linked to Raid on Democratic Meeting-'* This story stated' that two . / 
FBI Agents were present as observers when the, Legionnaires raided the meeting/ 
The People »sviorld al?:o printed an article to the effect tiiat the IBI had^ ^^demanaed" 
that nothing be printed about alleged Fbl i^articipation in the so-called raid. 
The Daily Worker has also carried stories. to the effect that the fBI participated ^

SPECIA L AGEHT PARTICIPATION IH THE RAID - MECU3 Ik. BRIGHT 

Special Agent Bright stated that some time on the morning of llovember

imgeles County Sheriff's Office telephonicaliy advised him that a Coo^uhist meet- 
ing had been scheduled to take place in Montrose that evening and that he, r^einer, 
had been designated to cover the meeting. Bright said He told i-Jeiner at* the time 
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that as far as he knew, the Party did not have a braxxch in Montrose and. inouired if 
Keiner had the names of anyone snn;josed to be behind the meeting, whereupon seiner 
replied that the meeting wras to be held at the home of one Hugh Hardyman.. Bright said 
he checked the office records but found nothing on Hardj^an as a Party member and Bright 
said he advised ^^einer accoi^dingly. v7einer invited Bright to accompany him that evening 
to cover the meeting and iiright said since he lived in the neighborhood, oMiJ^g his orrn 
•home about three miles from the hardyman address, he went arcund ivith i seiner to make a 
routine 'check of the: activities at the meeting. • 

Bright pointed out that it had *been standard investigative techniuae in the 
past to cover Communist meetings by spot checking the license numbers £t,or nefr the 
alleged C(mfi3sunist gatherings and that this was a very important inveStigative^ teclmlque 
where no informants were attending the gathering* Weiner using an undercover car drove 
Bright hy the Hardyman. address, at about H:15 P.M., and as they went by it v/aa noted 
there were some 20 cars parked near by. -Bright suggested that seiner not stop the car 
but drive by slowly and call off license niambers and this was done. Bright made the 
observation that it did not appear to be a Communist Party meeting and that £ fei*^ oi 
the license numbers should be checked out so the true nature of the meeting could be . 
determined. On questioning, Weiner -stated the original infonnation had come from a 
Sheriff's Office Sut)-station and Bright suggested they drive over there to determine the 
details. At the Sub-station the Deputy on duty stated all that was knov^n was that a 
couple of iimerican l^egion men had stopped at the oub-station that day and said there vms 
to be a. Communist gathering. At that time the Deputy Sheriff at the Sub-^station said 
the meeting was public and had been announced in the paper, whereupon Bright checked a 
local paper and determined that the meeting had in fact been publicised. Bright said 
he thereupon told Weiner that he. had no further interast.in tlie meeting and the.t he was 
going home. 

Weiner offered' to drive Bright part of the way home until such time as they 
could find a Sheriff^ s Office radio car.* 'Vithin two blocks of the Rardyman residence 
a Sheriff's Office radio car vras spotted and at that time individuals were coming, out 
.of the iiardyman residence* Ueiner spoke to one. ox them, a J-.egionnaire, and made inquiry 
as to what was going on. The Legionnaire told ^Veiner that a '^j^xC meeting was being held 
and the t they had told them to **break it up and disperse the gathering." Bright said 
he was immediately taken home, arriving there at 9:00 ?.M and called the office. He 
pointed out specifically he did not question anyone, did not identify iiims^lf to anyone 
and had absolutely no intention of endeavoring to cover a political meeting:, . Bright 
said his only purpose in goin?; to the meeting ^^vas to make a spot check ircia the outside 
of a reported Comunist gathering in a bena fide effort to supplement the information on 
tloe Communist ^^arty in the Los Angeles Office. ' ^ , "

SAC Mood advised it was learned that the telegram in 
question was called in from a pay booth at the Biltmore Hotel 
in Los Angeles and when the caller requested the message be 
signed ^Deputy Sheriff the Western Union Company insisted on 
a name, whereupon the caller identified himself as Joe Washington, 
a patron of the Biltmore Hotel. He gave as his home address 
186 Lucas Street, Santa Barbara, California. v 



A check of the records at the BiltmoreJSotel showed that 
there was no one registered by the name of JJoe%^ashington^ A 
check at Santa Barbara, California reflects' that there is no such 
street as Lucas Street and n6 Deputy Sheriff employed there by 
the name of Joe Washington. 



Mr. Hood was quite concerned over the contents of this 
telegram and again reiterated that his conduct while at the 
Sheriffs Convention was exemplary, that he most centainly loas not 
drunk, that he very definitely did notmqk(^clov^erto>}jxnyone at the 
Convention and he again stated Meil^Ji^t^^olved in any auto- 
mobile accident.

Tlxo -Bureau desires to call attention to several delinquencies in 
connection with tbeaanner in which this case was handled "by your office. 

In the first instance, the deadline established hy the -Bureau was 
not siet. The Bureau instructed that ireports reach the Bureau "by Tehruary 15, 
1948, The investigation was ^ot even initiated hy your office until ^Tehruary 
14th, 

Secondly, the report v;as so carelessly prepared that it was necessary 
to completely re-vrite it. The synopsis is inconsistent with the details. The 
identity of informants CD-7 and OD-22 is obvious to even the ;eiost casual reader. 
Much^of the information attributed to these Informants is unintelligible. The 
report gener4.ly is unorganised, lacks coherence and contains extraneous 'informa- 
tion of no value to the .investigation. 

In order for the Bureau to fulfil its obligations under the Greece-
